NESCIVS ERRANDI FIDEI MORVMQVE 
MAGISTER. 
OMNE REGIS CHRISTI PASTORUM PASTOR 
OVILE. 

Jetween the uppermost crown and the 
surmounting globe runs a perforated zone 
rendered necessary in order to lighten the 
weight of the tiara, which turns the scale 
at exactly one kilo. Milani could in no 
better way have overcome the great diffi- 
culties which presented themselves, and 
his work does great honor to Italian art. 
The tiara is estimated to be worth $24,000. 

In 1888, for his Episcopal Golden Jubilee, 
Leo XIII. received from Paris another 
grand tiara, a composite emblem originally 
meant to typify Purity, Chastity and 
Power, and to which were gradually added 
two coronets to indicate the prerogatives 
of spiritual and temporal power combined 
in the Papacy, while a third was afterward 
added to symbolize the Trinity as well as 
the supremacy of the Pontiff on the three 
parts of the world, and his triple title of 
‘Father, Prince and King of his People.” 

There are now five tiaras in the Papal 
Treasury, and these only date from Napo- 
leon, the oldest and most costly one having 
been lost through the vicissitudes of war 
and revolution. Napoleon, as a kind of 
compensation, gave a splendid one to Pius 
VIL, valued at $44,800, in the making of 
which the greatest care had been taken to 
collect whatever gems could be traced to 
the destroyed Papal caps. In this wise, 
amid the eight rubies and 24 pearls, sparkles 
1 marvelous emerald of 440 carats, one of 
the finest in the world, worth $600,000, 
which had been added by Gregory XIII. 
to the already sumptuous tiara of Jules II. 

This valuable crown was often pledged 
to defray the war expenses of: the Pontiffs 
of those days. It unfortunately fell into 
the hands of the French soldiers at Rome, 
in 1798, and for a long time no trace what- 
ever could be found of any of the treas- 
ures it contained, until the matchless em- 
erald was discovered in a museum. In this 
tiara rubies and pearls enrich two pendants 
fringed with gold, and 12 brilliants flash on 
the small cross erect on the top of the orb. 
The design of each coronet is different. 
l'wo gold cords fasten to the head this tre- 
mendously heavy cap, which weighs eight 
pounds. This tirara is, however, more 
ajestic in appearance than the graceful 
nd delightfully light one of only three 

unds sent to Pius IX. by Queen Isabella 
f Spain, in 1855. In this model, which 
ist $60,000, three coronets are exactly 
ike. It is a perfect dazzling mass, as 
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%,000 brilliants and 19 precious stones and 
pphires cover the cupola.

Necklace Seized from Mrs. 

L. H. Dulles. 

The pearl necklace, which 
from Mrs. L. Harrison Dulles, of Phila- 
delphia, by Wm. H. Theobold, a former 
special employe of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, July 22, last year, and which was de- 
clared forfeit to the United States by a 
jvry in the United States District Court 
in New York, Nov. 20, 1902, was the sub- 
ject of an appeal before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at New York, 
Wednesday. 

The appeal, which 
De Lancey Nicoll, 
Dulles, was from 
forfeiture issued by the court be- 
low. Assistant United States District 
Attorney Arthur M. King represented the 
Government at the argument before Judges 
Wallace, Lacombe and Townsend, which 
took place Wednesday and lasted for more 
than two hours.

necklace, which consisted of 242 pearls, 
from Tiffany & Co. in Paris last July, for 
$12,800. Wm. H. Theobold, a Govern- 
ment employe, learned of the purchase and 
returned to New York on the same 
steamer with Mrs. Dulles. He noted that 
she made no specific declaration of the 
necklace to the Customs officers when the 
boat arrived at Quarantine. When the 
boat reached the dock, and Mrs. Dulles 
got off and was conversing with her hus- 
band, who met her, but before her bag- 
gage had been examined, Theobold ap- 
proached her and told her that she had a 
necklace which she had failed to declare. 
Mrs. Dulles admitted that she had, and, 
in company with Theobold and her hus- 
band, she returned to the steamship, where 
she removed the necklace from around 
her throat and passed it to the Govern- 
ment officer. The necklace was eventually 
turned over to Collector Stranahan, of the 
Port, and an action in rem was begun to 
declare the jewels forfeit 

The trial of the case before Judge Adams 
in November occupied more than two 
days, at the end of which time the Court 
directed the jury to bring in a verdict in 
favor of the Government, which was done. 

Practically the same arguments were 
advanced by Mr. King and Mr. Nicoll in 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, Wednesday, as were advanced on 
the motion to dismiss the suit in the lower 
court. Mr. Nicoll laid great stress upon 
the fact that Mrs. Dulles had made a dec 
laration to the Customs officer, in declar 
ing her property, to the effect that she had

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The Diamond Markets. 


ANTWERP, May 8.—The condtiion of the 
diamond trade is very good at present, not- 
withstanding the scarcity of rough goods 
from which the market has suffered for 
some time. 

An unusual number of foreign buyers are 
daily present at the “Diamant Club.” The 
following merchants have been here during 
the past fortnight: M. Kahn, of L. & M. 
Kahn & Co., New York; Mr. Hofman, of 
Eichberg & Co., New York; Henry Fera, of 
Fera & Kadison, New York; Sol Fox, of 
Fox Bros. & Co., Cincinnati, O.; Messrs. 
Citroen, Sevadjian, Michel and Marchand, 
of Paris; Mr. Kahn, Moscow; Mr. Stepa- 
noff, Astrakan; Mr. Ponti, Rome; H. and 
T. Michaelson, of J. L. Michaelson & Sons, 
Montreal, Can., and H. Landsberg & Son, 
London. All these gentlemen bought large, 
fine goods, and it is reported that splendid 
business resulted from the presence of the 
Americans. The demand is greater than 
the supply, so that the last increases in 
price are freely paid. 

The new office of Mauritz Saks, the dia- 
mond broker most patronized by Americans 
here, is now at 42 Rue Simons, 


AMSTERDAM, May 7.—Many American 
buyers were here recently and numerous 
sales were effected. Several lots of 
mélée found buyers. The arrival of more 
representatives of New York houses is ex- 





pected next week, and the prospects are 
bright for a good month. 

Mr. Polak, president of the Amsterdam 
bond of diamond cutters, speaking of the 
condition of trade, said: “During the last 
five or six months the workingman’s condi- 
tion in this city has much improved over 
that of former years, and the number of 
inactive or idle men has greatly decreased.” 

Most of the factories are working 10 
hours a day. Polishers and cleavers work 
eight, and often nine, hours a day. By the 
introduction of the enterprise work about 
1,000 cutters work about nine to-nine and a 
half hours, as a result of which the em- 
ployers, according to Mr. Polak, suffer little 
or no loss, and the enterprise workmen have 
obtained no decrease in salary thereby. 


Lonpon, May 8.—Merchants still re- 
port business very good, and everyone is 
looking forward to a good season. The 
friendly relations with France, made closer 
by the visit of King Edward to Paris, can 
only, in the opinion of most merchants, re- 
sult in profit to the trade. 

Several merchants have returned from 
the Antwerp market, where, they say, cut 
diamonds are very firm. 

Americans were well represented here 
last week, and the arrival of others is an- 
nounced. 

As regards rough diamonds, the stock is 
very small here, and it is impossible for the 
syndicate to meet all demands. If a mer- 





chant wants rough he must order it and 
then wait his turn, and months often pass 
before it arrives. 

The reason of this scarcity is said to be 
the decrease in the number of workmen in 
the South African mines. The white men 
prefer to work in the fields rather than in 
the mines, as in the former they are better 
paid and not so closely confined. It has 
also been difficult to obtain natives for this 
work for some time. The Winter season in 
South Africa begins soon and the rainy 
season has commenced, affording 
chance to mine diamonds than at any other 
season. All these facts do not conduce to 
bring a decline in the price of rough.

Paris, May 8.—This week has been a 
very good one for merchants dealing in dia 
monds, but the week previous was very 
quiet. Large goods, which remain scarce, 
are always in demand, and the last increase 
in price is readily paid. 

Several Paris merchants 
Antwerp, Messrs. Arm. Levy, Prager, Had- 
amard, Galimidi and Strasburger, but it is 
not known how much they purchased. A 
lot of mélée was bought from an Antwerp 
broker yesterday at 235 francs per carat. 

Pearls continue to be very high. The 
fashion in London and other cities of wear- 
ing coral is being followed here.

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Facts About the Supposed Diamond 
Crystals Reported to Have Been 
Found at Syracuse, N. Y. 

Syracuse, N. Y., May 20.—Owing to the 
number of notes in the daily papers about 
the discovery in the First Ward of this 
city of crystals supposed to be diamonds, 
a correspondent of THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY 
made a careful investigation of the al- 
leged discoveries, examined the ground and 
the crystals found, and also consulted sev- 
eral mineralogical experts. The full facts 
in relation to the discovery of blue clays 
and of crystals in this city, are as follows: 

The existence of serpentine rock in 
Syracuse has been known since 1839, al- 
though the original locality had been long 
lost. In recent years, city excavations for 
water mains, sewers, etc., have disclosed 
the location of igneous rock on three dif- 
ferent occasions, and the general direction 
and extent of the dikes are now a matter 
of record. 

The first discovery was in Green St. and 
its vicinity, where there is now a per- 
manent exposure caused by the grading of 
the street. In 1901 the eruptive rock again 
came to light in excavating for the But- 
ternut St. sewer. It was overlaid by nearly 
three feet of decomposed peridotite which 
had been entirely changed to a soft, green- 
ish-yellow earth. The rock in the main 
dike, with the exception of the two feet, 
was perfectly hard and firm and was re- 
moved with great difficulty. This rock 
was also encountered in a return sewer in 
Highland St., and, while almost as diff- 
cult to excavate, decayed very rapidly af- 
ter a few days’ exposure. 

This rock contained numerous small red 
crystals. Some of these appeared to be 
perfectly crystallized garnets, but so rap- 
idly did this rock break up, especially when 
dry, that the crystals usually fractured 
soon after being exposed. A few crystals 


| of greenish color were also obtained from 
the same rock, but none of either kind 
were noticed in the hard, firm variety. 

None of these peculiar forms were found 
at Dewitt (where serpentine rock was dis 
covered in 1894), or in any of the Syra- 
cuse dikes at Green St. The peridotite 
rock found in Syracuse is believed to be 
practically identical with that found in 
South Africa, and at Isoms Creek, El- 
liott Co., Ky., these three rocks being what 
is termed Kimberlite; and the crystals 
found are thought to be analogous to the 
pyrope garnets or “Cape rubies,” of the 
African diamond mines, which are also 
found at Isoms Creek, Ky. 

Excavations for a sewer in Free St. in 
the extreme northern part of Syracuse dur- 
ing the last two months have brought to 
light specimens which gave rise to the 
greatly exaggerated stories of the finding 
of diamonds, as before mentioned. Prof. 
Philip F. Schneider, a well-known local 
geologist, in investigating the reported dis- 
coveries, says that 40 feet down in shale 
are found crystals of specular iron ore, 
which were probably the sole foundation 
for the story of the finding of diamonds. 
There was no trace of the serpentine rock 
at this point. Small crystals of carbonate 
of lime are also found in this red and green 
Salina shale. 

Prof. Schneider, who has made a most 
thorough study of the igneous formations 
in Syracuse, gives it as his opinion that 
diamonds have not been found and never 
will be in the excavations at Free St., but 
thinks it quite possible that they might ex- 
ist in the peridotite dikes in the vicinity 
of Butternut and Highland Sts. Prof. 
Schneider himself found in the Butternut 
St. serpentine a clear crystal of greenis! 
| tinge, which so closely resembles the dia- 
| mond that experts have mistaken it, even 
| after testing for the genuine article. The 
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crystal is an extremely rare variety of gar 
net, of which the following is an explana 
tion: The various garnetiferous serpentines 
are doubtless derived from the decomposi 
tion of similar peridotites, as further in 


| dicated by their likewise containing olivine, 


bronzite, chrome-diopside, etc 

Besides the “Cape ruby,” another va 
riety of garnet is found in the Kimberlite 
which is small, very brilliant, very hard, 
colorless or greenish, and extremely diffi 
cult to distinguish from small diamonds. 
Several men of financial standing have at 
various times signified their williggness to 
invest money in a systematic prospect for 
specimens in this rock, but no step of any 
importance in that direction hag been taken 

In speaking of the above report, Geo 
F. Kunz, the mineralogist and gem expert, 
called attention to the fact that there are 
no carboniferous shale inclusions in the 
Syracuse rock as exist in the South 
African and Kentucky occurrences

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Labor Organizers Make Unsuccessful 
Attempt to Get Baltimore Jewelry 
Workmen to Form a Union. 

BALtiMorE, Md., May 22.—For the 
second time within the year an attempt has 
been made to organize the jewelry workers 
of this locality without success. Herman 
Robinson, general organizer of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and Herman J. 
Vollmer, president of the International 
Jewelry Workers’ Union, both of New 
York, were the leading spirits of a meeting 
held at the Labor Lyceum last night, at 
which there was a small assemblage pres- 
ent. The two organizers attempted to 
convince jewelers that a union would 
be beneficial to their interests, but 
the workmen did not take kindly to the 
propositions and clearly demonstrated that 
they were satisfied with existing condi- 
tions both as to pay and working hours, 
After devoting nearly three hours to per- 
suasive arguments, during which there 
were some lively tilts, the organizers prac- 
tically acknowledged that they had been 
bested. 

Mr. Vollmer opened the meeting by 
stating that a union here would place Bal- 
timore upon the same footing with other 
cities and would help the jewelers to better 
their condition. The speech caused much 
uneasiness and talk among the assemblage, 
and Organizer Robinson then began his 
arguments and somewhat quelled the dis- 
turbance. He knew that the local jewelers 
were working 10 hours a day, and dwelt 
upon this point mainly, also stating that a 
union would put them in position to de- 





mand certain liberties which their em- 
ployers would be forced to recognize. In 
concluding, he spoke of a contract which 
he had drawn up for those wishing to join; 
but here the audience balked. 

At this juncture charges and counter 
charges were flung from the audience to 
the speakers and were answered by them. 
One man in very plain words declared he 
would not sign, as he was satisfied with 
existing conditions, and that in saying so 
he represented a greater portion of the 
workmen in the city, and closed by saying: 
“And that’s why you have such a small 
audience here this evening.” Mr. Robin- 
son retorted: ‘‘That’s not true. A great 
many of the men who are absent are afraid 
of their positions, and some who are here 
are merely mouthpieces for their employ- 
ers.” He then stated he did not mean 
that they should fight their employers, but 
as an organized body would merely ask 
and it would be given. The meeting then 
ended with much talk and nothing accom- 
plished. 

Several months ago, when a universal 
demand was made by the silversmiths 
throughout the east for a reduction in 
hours, a similar request was made here by 
the employes singly, and the request was 
granted where asked without the aid of a 
union.

Creditors Examine Bondsman of David 
Marx in Bankruptcy Proceedings. 

David Marx, the jobber in watches and 
diamonds at 54 Maiden Lane, New York, 
against whom an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed May 11 in the United 
States District Court of New York, was 
given an examination before United 
States Commissioner Alexander in the 
Federal building, New York, Thursday, 
under the proceedings brought by his 
creditors, to determine what has become 
of about $50,000 worth of money and 
goods, which claimed to be missing 
from the assets. 

Mr. Marx, as told in THe CrrcuLar- 
WEEKLY last week, is under a bond of 
$25,000, which was given after his arrest 
under a writ of ne exeat, issued to prevent 
him from going out of the jurisdiction of 
the Court pending the bankruptcy matter 

The bail, which was reduced from $50, 
000 to $25,000, was furnished Edward 
Hirsch and Edward Oppenheimer. Mr 
Oppenheimer is a millionaire real estate 
operator of New York, and brother-in-law 
Mr. Marx. He voluntarily appeared 
at the hearing Thursday to give testimony 
regarding certain recent transactions of 
Marx’s which the committee of creditors 
regarded as worthy of investigation. 

The examination for the creditors was 
conducted by Mr. I. Gainsburg, of Hayes 
& Hirschfield. By a series of questions, Mr 
Gainsburg brought out that Mr. Oppen- 
heimer had known Mr. Marx ever since 
he came from Chicago in 1876, and that 
he had been loaning him money ever since 
he had started in business for himself in 
that year. Coming to within the last four 
or five years, he said that, on Jan. 1, 1902, 
Mr. Marx owed him on borrowed money 
more than $33,000; that nearly all of this 
indebtedness was cancelled in December oi 
last year, and that at the time of his 
(Marx’s) failure he owed him about $2,000. 
Mr. Oppenheimer narrated in detail the 
conversation between him and Marx at 
the time when he discovered that Marx 
was insolvent and unable to pay his debts. 
This conversation, he on 
April 8 of this year, and was the result of 
another appeal on the part of Marx for 
more money At this time he told Mr 
Oppenheimer that he had $50,000 worth oj 
notes to pay in a short time and that he 
must have money in order to do it

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Canadian Company Sold. 


Syndicate of American Watch and Case 
Manufacturers Buy American Watch 
Case Co., Ltd., of Toronto. 

Toronto, Can., May 23.—The American 
Watch Case Co., Ltd., 511 King St. W., 
has passed into the control of an Ameri- 
can syndicate representing the largest 
watch manufacturing concerns in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Negotiations which have been in progress 
for some months have just been concluded 
by which all the capital stock in the com- 
pany has been sold for about $250,000 to 
T. Zurbrugg, of Philadelphia, on behalf of 
the syndicate, which includes represent- 
atives of the Waltham and Elgin move- 
ment companies, and the Keystone and 
Crescent watch case companies. 

The deal involves a number of important 
changes. W. K. McNaught, president of 
the Toronto Industrial Exhibition Board, 
who has been manager of the company 
since its foundation, will remain in that 
position, and as president of the company, 
but all the other directors have retired. 
The new officers are: E. C. Fitch, of the 
American Waltham Watch Co., vice-presi- 
dent; Chas. H. Hulburd, of the Elgin Na- 
tional Watch Co., treasurer, and John 
McKnight, Toronto, secretary. 

The American Watch Case Co. was 
organized about 18 years ago, when it took 
over the business which had for some 
years previous been conducted by the late 
R. J. Quigley. It employs about 125 men, 
and its output amounts to about 340 cases 





per day. The new mianagement will in- 
crease the working force to about 200, and 
put in additional machinery. The effect 
will be to regulate the market in accord- 
ance with the prices prevailing in the 
United States. 

Jobbers are generally disposed to regard 
the new management favorably, as tending 
to impart greater stability to business con- 
ditions. 

Regarding the above dispatch, one of the 
directors of the new company was seen 
Monday by a CrIRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter 
and the following official statement ob- 
tained: 

“The growing importance of the Cana- 
dian market is beginning to be realized by 
the watch manufacturers of the United 
States, who see in this country not only 
the closest, but the best outlet for their 
surplus products. This has been brought 
forcibly to our notice during the past 
month on account of the action of the lead- 
ing watch movement and case manufactur- 
ers of the United States, who have been 
looking closely into the matter of Canadian 
trade during the past year. These interests 
have decided that the time is now oppor- 
tune for a forward step in the direction of 
more thoroughly exploiting this market, 
and they have therefore joined together in 
securing a controlling interest in the 
American Watch Case Co., Ltd., of To- 
ronto, the excellence of whose product has 
been long and favorably known to the Cana- 
dian trade. These interests in this con- 
solidation will in the future be represented 





upon the board of directors of the com 
pany by E. C, Fitch, president of the Amer 
ican Waltham Watch Co.; Chas. H. Hul 
burd, president of the Elgin National 
Watch Co.; T. Zurbrugg, general manage: 
of the Keystone Watch Case Co.; Irving 
Smith, president of the Crescent Watch 
Case Co. 

“The active management of the business 
will remain as heretofore with W. K. Mc 
Naught and John McKnight, both of whom 
are well known to the Canadian trade. It 
will thus be seen that although the active 
management of the company remains in th 
hands of the gentlemen who have been 
largely instrumental in bringing it up to its 
present high standard, it will have the great 
advantage in future of being affiliated 
with the leading manufacturers in the 
watch case business in the United States 
When one considers the rapid advances 
which are being made in every department 
of die work and automatic machinery in 
connection with the watch business, it will 
become at once apparent that such a con- 
nection will be of an immense advantage 
to this well-known Canadian factory and 
that the Canadian trade will be enabled t 
secure from them in the future even better 
and more salable goods than in the past.”

It does certainly look as if there were intelligent

workmen enough in every State, 


to advance the interests of the generaliy, to 


take upon themselves the trouble to organize such 
associations 

Nearly all the professions, and many of the 
trades, have their associations, and meet every 
year, and they find that such organizations are ot 
infinite value to all its members 

In my travels, and in my association with differ 
ent members of the trade, I find that all who are 
really zg workmen are ready to learn something, 
und are not ashamed to acknowledge that they 
m learn something new about their business 
When I meet a man that knows tw all, 1 make up 
my mind that if I was looking for a workman, I 
should “pass him by.’ 

In these associations it is not expected that all 
its members would be fine workmen, but they 
would represent the better as f workmen of 
their respective States, and those who were not 
over the average in proficiency would be stimulated 
to improve themselves, and the good workman 
would probably derive more real benefit from such 
contact and mingling of the brethren than would 


the mediocre. And no doubt that a combination of 


this kind of the better class of workmen would in 
the end force some of the “‘natural born’ watch- 
makers to adopt some other calling than that of 
ruining watches 

If there is anybody in the world that I have a 
perfect disgust for it is a “natural born watch 
maker.’

DIRECTIONS 


The finish wanted on metal plate 
must be put on before plating. Do 
not expect to polish the plate 
afterwards. Remove all grease by 
washing with hot water and a lit- 
tle bicarbonate of soda, then rinse 
in clear water. Take a clean por- 
celain bowi or test tube, according 
to the size of the piece to be pla- 
ted and pour in sufficient liquid to 
cover the article, allowing it to 
come to almost a boiling point, 
then place the article to be plated 
in the solution and allow the zine 
strip to come in contact with the 
article being plated, at not less 
than two points, moving the zinc 
strip up and down over the article 
so as to give a uniform deposit 

Leave the article in from 15 to 
30 seconds according to the heavi- 
ness of plate. Remove and rinse in 
clear water, using a stiff brush 
and a little bicarbonate of soda 
to bring out the color. If a heavier 
plate is required repeat the oper- 
ation. Do not throw away the so- 
lution when through plating, as it 
can be used over and over again, 
until all the gold is taken from the 
solution. There can be no failure 
where these instructions are car- 
ried out, as each bottle is tested 
before leaving the laboratory.

ANSWER :—We think that the sale of 
which you mention would be 
a violation of Section 364 B of the 
New York Penal Code, makes 
it a misdemeanor to sell or offer for 
any article marked with the words coin or 
coin silver, indicating that the article is 
of coin silver, unless the same is .900 fine 
We think that the hiding of the word plate 
in a scroll is a subterfuge, and would not 
be sufficient to take the article out of the 
category of those forbidden by law to be 
sold.

“How a Jeweler Can Profitably Conduct a Camera Department.” 








O conduct a camera department profit- 
ably I will give my idea from about six 
years’ experience in this department. In 
the first place, the proprietors should be 
amateur photographers and somewhat inter- 
ested in picture taking. All the clerks 
should familiarize themselves with the busi- 
ness, as it hardly pays to employ one man 
to look after this branch. 

I would ‘advise one to put in a small line 
of Eastman goods, also a few plate cameras, 
such as Cyclones, and one or two folding, 
4x5 and 5x7 plate cameras. The amount of 
stock all depends upon the size of the town 
in which the jeweler is located. In our 
city of 25,000 population we have one com- 
petitor in this line who is a book and sta- 
tionery dealer. His competition is a good 
thing for the business and not a hindrance 
to our progress, as he helps us keep up in- 
terest among the amateur photographers 
and to get new ones on the list. 

Besides displaying sample pictures from 
the camera manufacturers, get out occasion- 
ally with one of your stock cameras and 
take pictures around your town. Display 
them in your store and window. This 
alone will do more good than anything you 
can do. There are hundreds of people who 





will stop at your window and look at pic- 
tures that would seldom ever stop and look 
at any display of jewelry, even if you were 
to get a 10 carat diamond and put it on dis- 
play. 

The kodak business brings other business. 
You get in closer touch with a person, get 
better acquainted and really turn into real 
personal friendship with your customers 
from having sold them supplies. A cus- 
tomer might buy jewelry, etc. for 10 
years from you and you would not know 
him, as the average person seldom has any 
dealing with a jeweler, while in the kodak 
business people may come to see you almost 
every day for a time. 

The very best advice is to become inter- 
ested and study up the business, take pic- 
tures with different size cameras. Don’t 
use a large camera exclusively. You can 
get up prize contests. Get your amateurs 
to bring in samples of their best work and 
offer a kodak or something else as a prize 
to be given a month or two hence. 

In buying camera supplies buy only what 
you have demand for, and buy in quantities 
to suit that demand, as there is almost no 
limit to the variety and sizes of articles 
used. If you know of but only one cus-

Intelligent Exercise Necessary for Jewelers. 


ly these times of severe competition the 

individual who enjoys good health has 
an immense advantage over his fellows who 
are fortunate in that The 
struggles for wealth, trade and position are 
so keen that he who neglects either his in- 
teliectual or physical powers will find him 
self greatly handicapped in his efforts to 
Win success. 

In all callings, and ours is no exception, 
too few seem to realize the intimate rela- 
tionship existing sound mind 
and a sound body, and even if they do, they 
practically defy the laws of their being and 
sooner or later they are made to suffer for 
such defiance. 

Especially is this true of jewelers, watch- 
makers and engravers who lead sedentary 
lives and do not the benefits of 
physical This condition of life 
is unnatural because of its one-sidedness, 
and the person so distorted displays a con- 
tempt for real life which is manifested by 
discontent, moroseness and continual un- 
happiness The ancient Egyptians and 
Greeks, who in their times performed men- 
tal and physical feats which to-day are the 
wonder and admiration of the civilized 
world, recognized the fact that the body as 
well as the mind should be thoroughly de- 
veloped.

Resume of Lecture Delivered by Prof. Wm. 
Fox Before the Optical Society 
of the City of New York. 


es the May meeting of the O. 
S. C. N. Y., Prof. Fox treated very 
interestingly the subject of 
Each member, being supplied with a glass 
prism, was directed to look at a gas flame 
through said prism and note the follcwing 
facts: (1) That with apex toward the 
left the prism had to be moved consider- 
ably toward the left before the flame was 
seen through it; (2) that the flame was 
no longer white, but composed of many 
colors; (3) that the colors ran in order 


refraction. 
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thus—red, orange, yellow, green, blue and 
violet, and (4) that the red light was near- 
est the object and the violet furthest from 
it, or, in other words, that the red light 
was nearest the base of prism and the violet 
nearest the apex. 

From these facts the following deduc- 
tions were made, namely, that (1) white 
light is decomposed, in passing through a 
glass prism, into its various constituents ; 
(2) that all the constituents were shifted 
from their original course toward the apex; 
(3) but that all the constituents were not 
shifted to an equal degree and instead, (4) 
that the red was shifted least, the orange 
a little more, the yellow still more, and so 
on to the violet, which was shifted the 
most. This operation performed upon 
light by a prism is called dispersion, and 
is due to the different degrees of refrangi- 
bility possessed by the various colored 
lights, 

It was also noted that some of the mem- 
bers saw a larger—that is, more elongated— 
spectrum than others, just as some are 
able to hear lower or higher toned sounds 
than others. The Professor stated that he 
was not able to hear the lowest tones that 
could be produced on an ordinary church 
organ and was conscious of them only by 
the vibrations. From this one can readily 


conclude that some eyes, in the case of light, 
and some ears, in that of sound, are 
constructed as to be able to distinguish to

a greater extent variations. 

The spectrum not, apt to 
supposed, contained between the violet and 
red light, but extends from either end, 
though not visibly.

this one point is concerned, as a more per- 
fect optical instrument than the eye. A 
thermometer proves the existence of the 
ultra-red or heat rays. Much study has 
been given to the invisible rays of the 


spectrum, and though they have been traced 
nearly a foot, their outermost boundaries 
are still undetermined. 

From these. interesting observations the 
Professor turned to a problem, namely, of 
measuring the angle of a prism geo- 
metrically. The following is the method 
that was adopted, and if one wishes to 
get real value from this paper he should 
perform for himself this simple experiment : 

Upon a sheet of paper draw a circle, as 
ccoecéjoc, Fig. 1; at center of circle, A, 
place apex of the prism A B D. At H 
insert a pin so placed in the circumference 
of the circle that were a line drawn from 
it through A it would pass through the 
prism A BD. Now, by placing the eye 
a little to the right of prism the reflected 
image of pin H will be seen; move the eye 
slowly from side to side until the pin H 
is sighted in a direct line with apex of 
prism corresponding to point A. Then 
place a pin at E on circumference of circle 
and in line with apex and image of pin H, 
which appears by reflection at i. On the 
left side of prism perform the same opera- 
tion, obtaining point F on circumference 
of circle in line with apex of prism A, and 
the apparent position of pin H appearing 
by reflection at J. 

Connect points A E, A F and F E. Meas- 
ure A F, which is equal to radius of circle; 
measure also chord of angle F A E, or, 
which is the same, line F E; then take % 
of line F E and divide it by radius and 
you will have sum of the angle F A E, 
which angle will equal twice the angle B A D 
or the angle of the prism. This may be 
expressed in the following way (the num- 
bers will, of course, vary, being regulated 
by the degree prism used and size of circle, 
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but the results are the same throughout) :

Thus the prism used in the preceding ex- 
periment must have been equal to between 
15 and 16 The prism was, no doubt, of 
some fixed degree of round number, prob- 
ably a 15°, and figures showing it to be be- 
tween that and 16° are a little misleading, 
due to the measurements taken by an ordi- 
nary rule, making them liable to be a little 
inexact.

HE members of the Optical Society of 
the City of New York enjoyed the 
lecture delivered by Prof. Wm. Fox 
upon a subject of much interest, but the 
time for this work is limited at these meet 
ings and only the most important points 
can be touched upon, and those briefly. 
In view of this fact, I have deemed it ad- 
missible, without seeming to encroach upon 
Prof. Fox’s to travel a little 
further along the course he would so gladly 

have guided us had the time permitted. 

Color study is one of the most inter 
esting branches of optics, yet is too often 
treated with very little regard, due, no 
doubt, to the fact that it is seldom of prac 
tical service to the refractionist. How* 
ever, without doubt, it is worthy of careful 
treatment if for no other reason than that 
it has not been hashed to death. 

Sir Isaac Newton is a name closely asso 
ciated with this, as with all other branches 
of optics, and to him are we indebted for 
the discovery that white light is compound 
and made up of indefinite number of 
hues of which, however, seven are recog 
nized by familiar terms, namely (using his 


selections, 


an 


nomenclature), red, orange, yellow, green, 


blue, indigo-blue, and _ violet This phe 
nomenon was demonstrated by passing 
white light through a prism and allowing 
it then to fall upon a white screen, when 
it was no longer seen as white, but sepa 
rated into various colors in the above-men 
tioned order, the red being nearest the 
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point where the undeviated ray of light 
would fall, and the violet, of course, furthest 
from it. 

Thence he demonstrated that, by passing 
these colored rays in a body through an- 
other prism whose base was situated in an 
opposite direction to that of the prism first 
employed, white light could be reproduced. 
His theory as to the cause of these phe- 
noména was nevertheless erroneous, being 
based upon his fallacious corpuscular the- 
ory of light. Since then rapid strides have 
been made, and to the undulatory theory is 
much of this progress due. 

We know, however, that white light is 
made up of various colored lights, properly 
mixed, and that it can readily be separated 
into these various constituents by passing

it through a glass prism. This last fact is 
due to the different degrees of refrangi- 
bility possessed by the various sets of rays 
and is known as dispersion. The result of 
this dispersion, namely, that elongated, 
variegated image produced upon a screen, 
is called a spectrum, and the names now 
given to the colors of the spectrum are red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue-green, blue, and 
violet. While these seven colors, mixed 
in the proper proportions, will produce 
white light, they are not absolutely neces- 
sary to this production, inasmuch as white 
light can be produced by two properly se- 
lected and proportioned colors; for one in- 
stance of many, orange and blue will, if 
mixed in proper proportion, produce white 
light. Any two colors which, when mixed, 
give white light, are termed complementary. 

The separation of white light into colored 
by the prism—dispersion—is accounted for 
by the undulatory theory in attributing the 
differences of velocity in the material of 
the prism and the corresponding colors to 
differing wave lengths; that is, it is as- 
sumed that the red waves, or, more strictly 
speaking, the waves that produce the sen- 
sation of red, are of greater length than 
the orange, and the orange than the yel- 
low, and so on to the violet, which are 
the smallest, and that the waves that pro- 
duce red sensations move less slowly than 
the others, and that the violet producing 
waves move more rapidly than the others 
and that the intermediate waves move more 
or less rapidly in proportion as they ap- 
proach or leave the violet end. It is esti- 
mated that the extreme red waves measure 
1-27,000 of an inch and the extreme violet, 
1-52,000 of an inch. 

Having these points settled we can now 





apply. that knowledge to every-day phenom- 
ena. Why do the leaves of trees look 
green? Why do some objects appear blue, 
some red, some yellow, some pink and so 
on? Whence come the innumerable hues 
that present themselves at every turn? Do 
the objects themselves color? 
What a host of questions offer themselves, 
and how often are they skimmed over and 
how little understood! All objects through- 
out creation are, in themselves, colorless. 
“But my grass is green,” will be objected. 
No, sir, your grass is not green, but your 
grass appears green. There lies the secret. 
We concluded above that wave lengths va- 
ried; now add to this that the eye pos- 
sesses three kinds of nerve termini. Ex- 
citation of the first gives rise to the sensa- 
tion of red, of the second to the sensation 
of green, and to the third to the sensation 
of violet. The nerves sensitive to red will 
be most strongly affected by light of greater 
wave length, while medium waves will af- 
fect the second nerves sensitive 
to green, and short waves will affect the 
nerves sensitive to violet. Strangely, n 
waves affect any one of these individually, 
but affect all simultaneously, but one more 
than the rest, whose sensation will pre- 
dominate. 

Thus it is that the nature of an object 
regulates its color by sending forth waves; 
if it sends forth 1-27,000 of an 
inch in length, it will appear red, due to 
the fact that these waves emanating from it 
affect the nerves sensitive to red most 
strongly, and creates the sensation of red; 
but if, instead, it absorb or kill all waves 
except those of a length equal to 1-52,000 
of an inch, it will appear violet; should 
it send forth two sets of waves the object 
may no longer produce the sensation of 
one of the primary colors, but may, by 
affecting equally two sets of nerves, produce 
pink, or brown, etc. Thus, if looks 
through red glasses, only the waves that 
produce red sensations will be transmitted 
and the world will appear red. 

We distinguish colors according to their 
hue (tone), their purity or tint (satura- 
tion), and their brightness or shade (in- 
tensity). The hue or tone depends on the 
wave length alone; that is, on the position 
of the color in the spectrum; the green has 
a different hue from the violet, etc. The 
saturation or purity depends upon the white, 
which is found combines with almost every 
color, except those of the spectrum, the 
purity of the color increasing as the addi- 
tional white decreases. The intensity or 
brightness depends upon the quantity of 
light. Purple, the intermediary color be- 
tween the red and the violet, while not 
found in the spectrum, would, no doubt. 
be produced by the ultra-violet rays if the 
retina were not fluorescent. 

Newton represented the scale of the 
colors by a curve, as in Fig. 2. 
Here, it will be noticed, however, that the 
part corresponding to the purple is repre- 
sented by a straight line. 
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From this one can readily see what the 
result will be of mixing two colors. Con- 
nect, for instance, blue and orange, and the 
hue making the connection will pass 
through white; thus, if properly propor- 
tioned, these two will, when mixed, pro- 
duce white light. If, however, we mix 
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green and red the result will be a mixture 
having one of the intermediary hues 
bleached probably with white, and so on in 
definitely. 

The sensation of black is one commonly 
misunderstood. Many suppose that as 
white is a compound of all the primary 
colors, so black is a lack of all light; this 
black

however, is false; produces a rea 
sensation and one black as well a 
he sees blue or green or any other colo: 
and to see black is far different from see 
ing nothing at all. The difference between 
seeing other colors and black lies in th« 
fact that in the former instances 
nerves are acting and in the latter th: 
sensation corresponds to the state of r 
pose of the visual organ. By looking ahead 
one may see a part of the space in which 
he is, but his visual field is limited 
there is space therefore beyond this fic 
which he cannot see, yet this space does 
not appear black. There exists in Natur: 
no purely black object and some black ob 
jects appear brighter when placed in direct 
sunlight than does a white object placed 
in shadow. The most absolute black that 
can be produced is that of an apertur 
made in the side of an internally black 
ened box. Compared with this black even 
black paper appears grayish 
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So far we have considered the light ly 
ing within the bounds of the visible spec 
trum only, but there is much left un 
treated that deserves careful 
and is at present occupying the 
scientific minds of this and other countries 
I refer to the ultra-red and ultra-violet 
rays, the former lying beyond the red, the 
latter beyond the violet. The ultra-red 
rays are heat rays and can be recognized 
as such by placing a thermometer under 
their influence, when it will be seen to ris« 
The ultra-violet rays act upon chemicals 
and thus the photographed spectrum }s 
longer than that seen by the eye, due to 
the action of these ultra-violet rays, which 
affect the chemical preparation or the pho 
tographic place, but which influence the 
retina in no way. These rays will play 
an important part in future, as they become 
more thoroughly mastered. The spectrum 
ordinarily seen by looking at a luminous 
body through a prism does not exceed, as 
a rule, half an inch, but scientists have al 
ready treated it to the length of a foot 
more. 

Before leaving this subject I would lik 
to say a few words concerning the “after

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The New Chronosport.

HE great progress achieved in the 
domain of the cycle and the automo-

instrument constructed by Lépine. The 
Lépine “‘chronosport,” which has admir- 
ably succeeded in its mission, is a com- 
bined chronograph and speed counter by 
reason of the ingenious arrangement con- 
ceived by Messrs. Ed. Surcoup and Savig- 
nac. 

It comprises (1) an hour and minute 
dial such as all watches have; (2) a-chrono- 
graph, indicating the fifths of a second; 
(3) a central counter forming a total of 
the minutes of the chronograph; (4) a 
dromograph. 

To this dromograph of a new system, 
with its double unit and decimal scale, are 
due the advantages of the chronosport 
over analogous instruments. To attain 
the desired clearness and to avoid the least 
fatigue of the eye, the reading dials of the 
apparatus are concentric, that of the coun- 
ter being the smallest, and all the hands 
revolve around the center of the watch. 
The large hand serves both as dromo- 
graph and chronograph, and takes the 
place of the ordinary little second hand. 

The apparatus is started like all chrono- 
graphs, the reading being done on three 
graduating circles, A, B, C, with the fol- 
lowing conditions: (1) on the first out- 
side circle A, for speeds of 60 to 200 
units per hour (kilometers, miles, versts; 
(2) on the two inside circles, B, C, for 
speeds of 6 to 60 and 3 to 6 units per hour. 

One of the peculiar features of the in- 
strument is the utilization of either ex- 
tremity of the chronographic hand, the 
extremity b for indicating the speeds on 
the outer circle and the extremity a for 
the two inner circles. This arrangement 
admits of measuring, for the first time, all 
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the speeds between 3 and 200 units with a 
watch of ordinary dimensions. 

Examples: A—Speeds of 30 to 200 units 
(the trip being marked out in units—kilo- 
meters, miles, versts, etc.); if the counter 
has not operated the speed is read with 
the extremity b of the hand on the outer 
circle, A, and if the counter has operated, 
with the extremity a on the smaller of the 
two inner circles, C; in the second case, 
however, the number read has to be mul- 
tiplied by 10. 

A’—Speeds of 3 to 30 units (the unit of 
the trip being the same as in the preceding 
case): The counter has necessarily oper- 
ated. It is sufficient to add the minutes 
of the counter reduced to seconds to the 
seconds indicated by the hand, then to 
operate the apparatus in such a manner 
as to bring the extremity b opposite to 
the division corresponding to 1/10 of the 
sum, and to read the speed with the ex- 
tremity a on the larger of the inner cir- 
cles, B, if the test has lasted from two to 
10 minutes, and on the smaller circle, C, if 
it has lasted from 10 to 20 minutes. 

Example B—Speeds of 3 to 60 units 
(the trip being marked out in tenths of 
the adopted unit—kilometers, versts, miles, 
etc.): The speed sought for is read with 
the aid of the extremity a, of the hand on 
the larger inside circle, B, if the counter 
has not acted, and on the smaller one, C, 
if the counter has operated. 

The direct and instantaneous reading of 
the speed is assured in both cases, 
whether one works with the unit of the 
course or with the tenth of that unit. It 
is well to state that for speeds greater than 
30 units the test should be made with the 
trip unit, and for speeds less than 30 with 
the tenths of that unit. It may be added 
that each combination is differentiated on 
the watch by various colors in order to 
increase the clearness. 

Such is the application of the chronos- 
port, the construction of which enhances 
the accuracy of the indications, and, con- 
sequently, diminishes error in the meas- 
urement to such an extent that this instru- 
ment, which seems more particularly de- 
signed for use in the sports, is at the same 
time of great usefulness to engineers and 
men of science

The past 10 years, and particularly the past 
five years, have witnessed very radical changes 
in methods of manufacture. We have already 


made note of the fact that in the very origin of 
this American industry new and untried methods 
were largely adopted. Doubtless it is true, as I 
have already said, that in America more readily 
than in any other country can new methods and 
processes be used, or at least tried, without en- 
countering the opposition which would be almost 
inevitable in the more conservative nations of the 
Old World. The inventive faculties of our people 
are without doubt more largely developed than in 
any other nation of the world, and, in the field 
of watch manufacturing, there is abundant oppor- 
tunity for the work of the inventor, and here 
inventors have not been wanting. 

It would be interesting to study the various paths 
in which the line of inventors have worked, and 
to note the broadening of the field. It is not to 
be supposed that the earlier inventors exhausted 
their powers, or could have produced nothing more 
intricate than they did create. The time was 
not ripe for the elaborate and complicated ma- 
chines originating in the fertile brain of our Mr. 
Church, which are now displacing the machines 
and methods which have demonstrated their utility 
and value by many years of valuable service. Mr. 
Dennison, the originator, was not simply an en- 
thusiastic dreamer, but was able to contribute some 
of the essential foundation devices upon which 
the entire American system has been built. We 
ought not to omit mention of one who, while not 
specially inventive, yet was able to contribute 
very valuable service in the organizing of the 
watchmaking industry. 

Mr. Ambrose Webster was very early 
by Mr. Dennison from the Springfield Atmory, 
where the interchangeable system of manufac- 
turing had then been most fully developed. Mr. 
Webster’s particular excellence lay in his thorough 
appreciation of the importance of systematic 
methods in the conduct of any business, and espe- 
cially in one so intricate as that of watch manu- 
facturing. He was for many years in charge of 
the machine department of the factory, and had 
also the direction of the construction and equip 
ment of the various buildings. He remained with 
the company till 1877, at which time he held the 
position of assistant superintendent

Question No. 470.—Weatherproof Awn- 
ing—Can you describe a method of making 
a store awning weatherproof, which can also 
be used as a fishing tent?’ S.. Re 

ANSWER :—Dissolve in one gallon of spir- 
its of 96 per cent, three pounds of orange 
shellac, finely powdered, and 77 grains of 
gamboge, also finely powdered. This pain 
can be employed without any addition cf 
siccatice and is excellent for the painting 
of textile goods which are exposed to in- 
clement weather, it being perfectly water- 
proof. 

QUESTION 
Will you please give 
cleansing silverware, particularly plated 
spoons and forks? W. F. 

ANSWER :—A cyanide solution is generally 
made for that purpose, but often without re- 
gard to its strength or the quantity of 
cyanide which it contains. It is important, 
however, that the solution be not too strong, 
for otherwise it will rather etch the articles, 
which would be ruinous to the light silvered 
articles. A wellknown receipt which has 
stood the test is the following: Dissolve 
in one gallon of water four ounces of hypo- 
sulphite of soda, to which a small quantity 
of spirits of salammoniac can be added. 
After the silver articles are removed from 
the solution they must be thoroughly rinsed 
in clean water and dried with a linen cloth. 
To clean articles which are heavily oxidized 
or greasy, part of the solution can be kept 
separately, adding to it a small quantity of 
caustic potash. 

Question No. 472.—Gold Solution.—Will 
you please give me the best formula for a 
14-karat gold solution for electroplating? 
Also tell me how I can color over soft 
solder? BG. Hs 

ANSWER:—A good solution which will 
give a 14-karat finish, which is generally 
considered to be reddish, can be made from 
an old solution that begins to give out in 
working, by adding a very small quantity of 
cyanide of copper, 20 dwts. of bisulphite of 
soda, and four ounces of caustic soda to 
every gallon. Use a pure gold auode. The 
solution, if expected to do good work, must 
be kept near the boiling point. The goods 
which have been soft soldered, if either of 
brass, copper or silver, or already gilded, 
will receive the gold deposit more readily 
than the soldered parts, which will receive 
the deposit slowly, if at all. It sometimes 
requires three times as much gold neces- 
sary to be deposited upon the articles be- 
fore the solder specks are covered. In 
such a case it is well to place a drop of 
an acid solution of sulphite of copper upon 
the solder spot, and then to touch it with a 
piece of steel. In an instant the solder and 
surrounding surface will receive a bright de- 
posit of copper which can be strengthened 
by repeating the operation several times. 
The moment the article is placed in the 
gilding bath the spot will become coated, 
copper being easier to gild than gold. 

Question No. 473.—Bent Pivot.—Kindly

ANSWER :—Put the balance staff in a suit 
able wire chuck of the lathe and revolve 
slowly. You will then easily find in what 
direction the pivot must bend back. In 
Swiss watches the balance staffs are gen 
erally tempered so as to stand a slight re 
bending; in common Swiss watches, the 
pivots can sometimes stand a great deal of 
bending, but in doing this one must be 
careful to bend in the right direction, as 
otherwise a bending in the wrong direction 
and a rebending in the right will surely 
break off the pivot. Precaution should 
therefore be taken not to bend the pivot too 
far and to proceed by degrees. American 
balance staffs being very hard cannot stand 
much bending, and the only way to do is 
to heat a pair of strong flat-pointed tweez 
ers, and, to heat with them, the pivot, to a 
blue color. Then do the bending. Some 
artisans use for that purpose a piece of 
copper wire through which at one of the 
ends they have drilled a hole in which the 
pivot fits. Then they heat the wire and 
pivot and do the bending. When the pivot 
appears to be straight and true, the bal 
ance ought to be tried in the calipers. Af 
ter having successfully straightened the 
pivot it must be carefully polished. It can 
be easily understood that a balance staff 
with a straightened pivot is, not considered 
to be first-class work, but nevertheless one 
is sometimes compelled to do such work. 
Question No. 474.—Gold Filled.—Please 
tell me what difference there is between 
gold filled and rolled plate articles, and 
how they are made? X. X. 
ANSWER :—Strictly speaking, there is no 
difference between both articles, except that 
the proportion of gold to the brass is less 
in filled goods. The sheet metal, called 
the stock, from which those articles are 
manufactured, is generally made as follows: 
Suppose we have three plates of metal, 
which we will designate as 1, 2 and 3. 
The size of these plates has nothing to do 
with the question, providing they are all 
of the same size; it rather their rela 
tive thickness which concerns us. The 
plates 1 and 3 are of gold, and 2 of soine 
alloy as near to the color of gold as pos 
sible. Supposing the gold plate 1 to be four 
times as thick as the plate 3, and the middle 
plate 2 to be five as thick as hoth 
gold plates combined. These plates are 
then laid upon each other, plate 2 in the 
micdle, held together with binding wire and 
united with gold solder. These three plates 
now form but one plate or ingot, which, 
for all practical purposes, is precisely the 
same as one homogeneous mass of :mztal, 
and if rolled down to the thickriess of thin 
paper the relative thickness of zol-l and al 
loy would be preserved. The side of the 
sheet of compound metal on which the thin 
layer of plate 3 (the gold) is placed 
worked in the manufactured objects on that 
side where there the least wear and 
tear. The thinner gold lacquer is sometiznes 
made of a lower quality of gold than the 
other side, which is generally the outside
